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DALLAS. Sept. 10 (AP) — - 
Judge Louis T. Holland refused 
today to grant a writ of habeas 
corpus that would have set aside 
the murder conviction of Jack 


Ruby. 

'The ruling came at the end 
of a two-day hearing in whichj 
Ruby’s lawyers sought to have 
Judge Joe B, Brown, who pre-; 
sided at Ruby’s trisii, dis- 
qualified. They argued that 
Judge Brown ftjid written a 
book about the case and there- 
fore had a monetary interest 
in the trial. 


Ruby Loses Plea for New Trial 
Based on Disqualifying of Judge 


Judge Holland said he neither 
condoned nor condemned Judge 
Brown for writing the book but 
did not wish to disturb the 
status of the case,, which is now 
being appealed. 

The state had contended that 
the book was v/ritten*after the 
murder trial and therefore could 
not have affected it. 

Ruby is under death sentence 
for slaying President Kennedy’s 
assassin, Lee Harvey Oswald. 


Two Court Appeals 


Had Ruby won today’s plea 
he would have beien granted a 
new trial. He is also appealing! 
the death sentence in another 
court proceeding. 

Testimony at the two-day 
hearing brought out that por- 
tions of the trial record had 
been used in writing the judge’s 
book. / 

Phil Burleson, Ruby’s lawyer, 
read a passage from the unpub- ^ 
lished manuscript in which 
Judge Brown vnrote that if he 
made any error it, was in per- 


mitting television cameras in 
the courtroom to re< ;ord the 
verdict. 

Mr. Burleson asked Judge 
Brovm if that was cor’ect, and 
the judge replied that it was. 

At the time of the trial, Judge 
Brown .said his reasoring was 
that once the jury reached a de- 
cision, tJie presence of the cam- 
ei-as in the courtroom c ould not 
affect the trial. 

Mr. Burleson also ([uotect a 
letter Judge Brown wrote to his 
publishers. Holt, Rinc ^hart & 
Winston of New York, cn March 
12, 1965, m which he asked their 
indulgence for the delay in de- 
livering the manuscript ‘‘be- 
cause we may have a mugh bet- 
ter bJ>ok than we anticipated.” 

Judge Forgets Letter 

Mr. Burleson askecl Judge 
Brovm if he meant* that the 
coming Ruby sanity trial would 
increase interest in the book. 

The judge said Oie did not 
know what he had meant by his 
letter. d 

Judge Brown told the court 
that one reason he had decided 
to write the book was because 
he had been “cast as tlie hang- 
ing judge in a city of hai;e.” 

He said that he signed a con- 
tract to deliver the manuscript 
of the book, “Dallas, Ruby and 
the Law/* by Nov. 1, 1964. 

He also said he had been| 
angry because the court steno- 
graphers had copyrighted the 
trial transcript. 

Judge " Brovm voluntarily 
withdrew'' from the case earlier 
this year,
